TAFT'S^RIEND 


To Insist on Secretary'! Indorsem 


Senator Dick's Statement. 


Columbus, O., May 13.—At the Joint 


meeting here Wednesday of the Re- 
publican state central 
and state 


executive committees and Republican 
leaders, friends of SecreTary of War 
William H. Taft, led by Arthur I. 
Vorys'of Columbus and Congressman 
Theodore E Burton of Cleveland, ac- 
cording to authorized statements of 
those in the confidence of the Taft 
organization, will insist on an unquali- 
fied indorsement by the committee of 
Secretary Taft as Ohio's choice for 
the presidency, and will stubbornly 
oppose the linking of that indorse- 
ment with the prospective contests for 
either United States senator or gover- 
nor. 


The report that Senator Dick would 


father a resolution in the committee, 
coupling together indorsements of 
Senator ForaKer and Governor Harris, 
both for re-election, was denied by 
Senator Dick, who said: "I have not 
contemplated introducing such a reso- 
lution and do not expect to do so." 
Senator Dick declined to further dis- 
cuss political affairs in advance of the 
meptine. 
t>'ck will attend the com- 
mittee meeting, and he and John R. 
Malloy of Columbus will be 
among 


those who will look after 
Senator 


Foraker's interests, but along just 
what lines they are not ready to dis- 
close. 


Congressman Theodore B. Burton, 


who left here for St. Louis, where he 
is to deliver an address, positively de- 
clined to make a definite statement as 
to his position in connection with the 
sonatorship. Close political friends of 
Mr. Burton say. it will probably be 


several weeks before a "formaf" an- 
nouncement as to whether or not he 
will become a candidate against Sena- 
tor Foraker will be made.

man Theodore Burton, in a statement 
made in this city, said: 
"Secre- 


tary William H. Taft has conscien- 
tiously refused to enter into any deal 
under which he should have the sup- 
port of the Republicans for the presi- 
dency and in consideration therefor 
Mr. Foraker should be indorsed for 
the senatorship. Such an arrangement 
would savor of a political bargain and 
would awaken criticism because the 
two were supposed to represent dif- 
ferent ideas, especially in regard to 
the policies of the administration of 
President Roosevelt."

HE eyes of the world are upon 


Idaho, At the little town of 
Caldwell in that new common- 
wealth ; of Uncle Sam's great 


northwest the most Important murder 
trial of modern times is to occupy the 
attention of judge and jury. 


Notwithstanding the prodigious mass 


Of matter published about the recent 
Thaw trial in New York, that case was 
Insignificant as compared with the 
trial of William D. Haywoodv Charles 
M. Moyer and Geo A. Pettibone which 
•was begun May D charged with the as- 
sassination of Frank Steunenberg. Tht» 
Thaw case was merely a private af- 
fair, a homicide growing out of rela- 
tions between two men and a woman. 
In the Idaho ttial millions of citizens 
are vitally concerned because the1 pros- 
- ccutlorf ef these men grows out of a 
memorable clash between organized la- 
bor and organized capital. 


Cut down to its skeleton, this cnse is 


merely a plain muriler trial under the 
laws of a state. But sucii are the cir- 
cumstances antecedent to the prosecu- 
tion that it has come to be regarded liy 
many thousands of men as a culminat- 
ing incident in the struggle of employ - 
ers to destroy trades unionism. YVhetli

such an assumption remains to l»o 
Been. It 1s believed that the people of 
Idaho, Colorado and half a dozen 
neighboring states which formed the 
theater of the events leading up to the 
tiJnl are about evenly divided in senti- 
ment regarding the Moyer-IIaywood- 
Pettibone prosecution. Half of the peo- 
ple, It Is said, believe that these men 
are guilty of conspiring to bring about 
the murder of ox-Governor Steuneii- 
berg, tts clurgad In the indictment. 
TJie other half Is said to hold that tbe 
state otilcials, the mine owners and the 
rinkerton detectives have conspired to 
convict these men, the chief officers of 
the Western Federation of Miners, as 
a blow to union labor.

Public interest in the matter Is 


heightened by the recent expressions 
of President Roosevelt in defense of 
his course In characterizing Moyer and 
Hnywood as "undesirable citizens."

was organized In 3893. The federa- 
tion endeavored to unionize {lie min- 
ers of Colorado, Idaho, Utah and sev- 
eral other western states.

efforts to make the mines "closed 
shops." 


Shot Down as They Ran. 


The Bunker Hill mill, which cost 


?300,000, was totally destroyed by dy- 
namite. The attacking party, it was 
said at the time, numbered 2,000 union 
men. They captured a Northern Pa- 
cific train and fqrced the crew to take 
them to the mine, stopping on the way 
to load on eighty boxes of dynamite. 
The nonunion men employed at the 
mine had been armed and drilled for 
defense, but they fled upon the ap- 
proach of the attacking force. Some 
of them were shot down as they ran. 
When Governor Steunenberg heard of 
this outrage he made an investigation 
and called for fedoral troops. Some of 
the men whom the troops arrested and 
put in the "bull pen" vowed vengeance 
against Governor Steunenberg. 


The governor retired at the close of 


1S80, having served two terms of, two 
years each. He returned to his home 
in Caldwell, where he was a bank 
president. During the next six years 
he frequently received communications 
notifying him that he was to be killed 
because of his course in dealing with 
the rioting miners. 
The ex-governor, 


who was a man of remarkable phy- 
sique, seven feet tail and erect as an 
Indian, had no fear. He was living 
happily with his wife and children, 
when on the evening of Dec. 30, 1905, 
he walked home to eat supper with hia 
family at the usual hour. 


When the big ex-governor opened his 


front gate there was a violent explo- 
sion. His body, torn to shreds, was 
found many feet away. The gate, 
fence, sidewalk and the front part of 
the house were wrecked. Nobody had 
thrown a bomb. It was evident that 
the victim had set off a hidden infer- 
nal machine by opening the gate. So 
fiendishly contri\ed had been the plot 
that Steunenberg had been forced to 
kill himself at his own gate. 


Caldwell Is a small town. The three 


or four strangers who were In town at 
the time wore arrested. All but one, 
Harry Orchard, 
could account for 


their presence. Orchard had been stay- 
ing at the local hotel several weeks. In 
his room were discovered a sawed off 
shotgun and several of the ingre- 
dients of bomb making. He was taken 
to the state capital at Boise and placed 
in prison. 


Veteran Detective, but Active. 
Then came upon the scene a remark- 


able man, a man with a record. He 
was James McParland, aged sixty-two, 
manager of the Pinkorton office at 
Denver. Just thirty years before he 
had succeeded in breaking up the infa- 
mous Molly Maguire conspiracy of 
murderers in the Pennsylvania mining 
region. His work as a detective there 
resulted in the hanging of eleven men 
and the Imprisonment of more thau 
thirty. For many years he had been 
lost to public view. The Pinkertons 
had given him what wns considered an 
eusy berth at Denver because of his 
ago. But the -veteran was still active. 


McParlnnd after mnuy days wormed 


a complete confession out of Harry 
Orchard. It required three days for 
him to write down the confession ver- 
batim. Orchard confessed that he bad 
placed the bomb which killed Steunen- 
berg at the direct instance of the "in- 
ner circle" of the Western Federation 
of Miners, which, according to Or- 
chard, included President Mover. Sec- 
retary Haywood and George A, Petti- 
bone, who had been chairman of the 
executive committee. Orchard also Im- 
plicated L. 3. Simkina and Steve Ad- 
ams, two other miners. Simklns, he 
said, had been at Caldwell and had as- 
sisted him in arranging for the de- 
struction of the ex-governor. Adams 
had been concerned in various other 
murders, all of which, according to 
Orchard, were planned and instigated 
by the federation chiefs. 


McParland wrote down from the lips 


*f Orchard a statement which If true 
clean up at least twenty-six unex- 
plained murders during the put ten 
ywrs, all of whfefcfte attributes to tbe 


district, ( which killed fourteen non- 
union miners, was one of the crimes 
to which Orchard confessed. Another 
was the assassination of the superin 
tendent find foreman by a bomb ex- 
ploded in the Vindicator mine. Still an- 
other was the killing of several non- 
union miners by tSie dropping^ of a 
cage a thousand feet down a shaft. 
This was supposed to be accidental, 
but Orchard said it was the result of a 
plot. 
Justice Gabbert's Narrow Escape 
, Orchard confessed that he was re- 
sponsible, with the federation, leaders, 
for the death of Bartlett Waller, a 
mining assayer in Colorado. A bomb 
had been buried under a path across a 
vacant lot in Denver along which 
Chief Justice Gabbert of the state su- 
preme court made a short cut every 
day in walking to his office. Justice 
Gabbsrt had rendered a 
decision 


against tUe federation. Orchard, ac- 
cording to his story, was employed to 
kill the jurist. He planted the bomb 
so that it would be exploded when the 
first passerby should pick up a purse 
lying in the path. Oi chard had stud- 
ied the movements of his intended vic- 
tim and had attached the pnrse to the 
bomb just before the expected appear- 
ance of Justice GabberL It happened 
that on that day the justice took an 
other route Walley rode along on a 
bicycle, dismounted, picked up the 
purse and was blown to pieces. 


Orchard confessed that he had made 


many attempts to kill Governor Pea- 
body of Colorado, but had failed BO 
often that, he grew superstitious and 
refused to try again. 


Steve Adams was arrested in Oregon, 


tried in Idaho and sent to the peniten- 
tiary at Boise for seventeen years for 
one of the murders. After his convic- 
tion he also made a confession, which 
is said to tally with that of Orchard in 
the mam points, but is even more con- 
vincing and sensational. It is said that 
Adnms has retracted bis confession, de- 
claring that he made his flist statement 
under duress. Orchard is said to have 


j boc-oire demented since making bis 
confession. These things naturally will 
aid the defense. 
Walked Over a Bomb For Years. 


Detective McParland is said to have 


investigated personally the main points 
in Orchard's confession and to have 
found actual corroboratlou of tbe story. 
A very dramatic incident took- place in 
Denver when Orchard's confession was 
being read there. Justice Goddard of 
the supreme court was present Or- 
chard had told McParland that on a 
certain occasion he had planted a bomb 
at Goddard's gutc so that the jurist 
would explode it upon opening the 
gate. The assassin was unable to ex- 
plain why the bomb did not explode. 
When his Intended victim heard the 
reading of this part of the confession 
he excused himself and went borne. 
There he discovered the screweye still 
in the gate, as Orchard had said. An 
acid ingredient in the bomb had eaten 
away the connection, thus saving the 
life of Justice Goddard. For years he 
and his family and many others had 
been walking over the bomb. 


Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone were 


arrested iu Denver, placed la a special 
train and taken to Idaho on a requisi- 
tion from the governor of that state. 
This quick action is called "kidnap- 
ing" by the sympathizers with the 
prisoners. 'Jhe United States supreme 
court, however, has derided that it was 
legal.

statute for prosecuting accessories the 
iudit-tprl nipu tire to be tried as princi- 
pals to the murder of ex-Governor 
Steunenbers.

TO STEAL A MILLION. 


Plan of Clerk to Compel Company -to 


Overlook Minor Thefts. 


New York, May 14.—Details of a 


confession made by William-O. Doug- 
lass, former loan clerk, of the Trust 
Company of America, are to the effect 
that acting on the advice of a lawyer 
he planned to steal $1,000,000 worth of 
securities in order to 
compel 
the 


trust company to overlook his minor 
thefts. Douglass has already pleaded 
guilty to larceny and is awaiting sen- 
tence. Accoiding to his confession, 
he first took small quantities of bonds 
and borrowing money on them, lost it 
in speculating. 'When it was evident 
that he could not retrieve his losses 
a lawyer t»as consulted, who advised 
that the only way out of the dilemma 
was to steal $1,000,000 worth of securi- 
ties and turn them over to the lawyer 
who might negotiate with the officials 
of the trust company for their return. 
Douglass' understanding was that the 
lawyer expected to get $200,000 from 
the trust company for the restoration 
of the securities which would have 
been sufficient to cover the amounts 
Douglass had already borrowed and 
lost.
